Raids  flare  in  Vietnam 


SAIGON  (AP)  -  South  Vietnam  sent  waves  of 
U.S.-supplied  fighter-bombers  against  Viet  Cong 
headquarters  and  Communist  positions  north  of 
Saigon  on  Wednesday  and  the  Viet  Cong  claimed 
heavy  civilian  casualties. 

In  Cambodia,  field  reports  said  government 
forces  retook  a  strategic  hill  outside  Phnom  Penh 
and  the  Cambodian  command  said  16  Buddhist 
nuns  were  found  in  a  nearby  pagoda  raped  and 
murdered  by  Khmer  Rouge  troops. 

The  South  Vietnamese  planes  hit  the  Viet  Cong 
headquarters  compound  at  Loc  Ninh  and  the 
newly  captured  provincial  capital  pf  Phuoc  Binh 
City,  the  Saigon  command  reported.  A 
spokesman  said  the  strikes  set  off  explosions  tfyat 
sent  smoke  curling  more  than  3,000  feet  into  the 
air. 

Associated  Press  newsmen  watched  waves  of 
supersonic  F5  fighter-bombers  supplied  by  the 
United  States  take  off  from  the  Bien  Hoa  air 
base,  1 5  miles  northeast  of  Saigon,  to  attack 


what  the  command  described  as  North 
Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong  troop  concentrations, 
antiaircraft  gun  sites  and  supply  and  ammunition 
depots  along  the  Cambodian  border. 

Lt.  Col.  Do  Viet,  deputy  chief  spokesman  for 
the  command,  said  the  raids  began  Tuesday  night 
within  the  hours  of  the  fall  of  Phuoc  Binh  City, 
75  miles  north  of  Saigon.  Loc  Ninh  is  30  miles 
west  of  Phuoc  Binh  City. 

Viet  described  the  strikes  as  a  “defensive 
action,”  claiming  the  North  Vietnamese  and  Viet 
Cong  used  Loc  Ninh  and  other  bases  in  the 
region  as  staging  areas  for  attacks  on  Phuoc  Binh 
City. 

Viet  said  the  raids  triggered  secondary 
explosions,  sending  columns  of  smoke  1,000 
yards  into  the  sky.  He  said  all  of  the  South 
Vienamese  attack  planes  returned  safely  to  Bien 
Hoa. 

The  Viet  Cong  delegation  to  the  two-party 
Joint  Military  Commission  in  Saigon  described 


the  raids  as  a  “criminal  act”  and  said  they 
inflicted  heavy  civilian  casualties  and  property 
damage  in  the  Communist  zones.  A  spokesman 
for  the  delegation  said  a  protest  would  be  filed 
with  the  four-nation  International  Commission 
of  Control  and  Supervision. 

In  Cambodia,  field  reports  said  1,000 
government  troops  spearheaded  by  armored 
vehicles  lifted  an  eight-day-old  Khmer  Rouge 
siege  at  Baseth  Hill  1 3  miles  northwest  of  Phnom 
Penh.  The  hill  is  important  to  Phnom  Penh 
because  if  guards  the  city’s  northwestern  defense 
line.  The  reports  said  80  government  soldiers 
were  killed  in  the  operation  to  retake  the  hill. 
Rebel  casualties  were  not  known,  but  the  Phnom 
Penh  command  said  they  were  heavy. 

The  command  also  said  government  troops 
found  the  bodies  of  16  Buddhist  nuns  in  a 
pagoda  near  Baseth  Hill.  It  said  they  were 
murdered  after  being  raped  by  Khmer  Rouge 
soldiers.

WASHINGTON-The  Ford  Administration  finds  itself  in  a 
ballooning  squabble  with  Latin  America  over  provisions 
Congress  put  into  the  new  trade  law  preventing  the 
manufactured  goods  of  nations  in  the  oil  cartel  from  entering 
the  United  States  duty  free. 

Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  said  he  doesn’t  like 
that  section  of  the  law  and  will  ask  Congress  to  liberalize  it  in 
regard  to  Latin  America.  White  House  sources  said  Vice 
President  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  also  is  looking  for  a  solution. 

First  woman  nominated  to  board 

WASHINGTON-President  Ford  said  Wednesday  he  is 
nominating  Betty  S.  Murphy  to  be  the  first  woman  member 
of  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board  and  said  he  would 
designate  her  chairman  is  she  is  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

Mrs.  Murphy,  46,  has  been  administrator  of  the  Labor 
Department’s  Wage  and  Hours  Division.  She  worked  briefly 
as  an  NLRB  attorney  in  the  late  1950s. 

Jobless  compensation  at  new  high 

WASHINGTON-The  Labor  Department  reported 
Wednesday  that  a  record  813,600  persons  filed  new  claims 
for  unemployment  insurance  benefits  during  the  week  ended 
Dec.  28.  That  raised  the  total  of  new  claims  filed  last  month 
to  more  than  2.8  million  nationwide. 

The  one-week  total  was  the  highest  number  ever  recorded 
since  the  unemployment  compensation  program  started 
paying  benefits  in  1937  during  the  last  years  of  the  Great 
Depression.,  the  department  said. 


MOSCOW  (AP)  — Soviets 
who  consult  their  most 
authoritative  reference  book 
for  guidance  on  how  to  judge 
Richard  M.  Nixon  will  find  a 
sympathetic  portrayal  of  the 
former  president  as  a  realist 
who  reduced  American 
imperialism  and  turned 
toward  detente. 

The  18th  volume  of  the 
Great  Soviet  Encyclopedia, 
which  came  out  this  week, 
devoted  sizable  space— more 
than  a  full  column— to  the 
biography  and  achievements 
of  the  ex-president. 

By  contrast,  John  F. 


Kennedy  received  about  half 
a  column  in  an  earlier  volume 
and  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  less 
than  one-fourth  of  a  column. 

The  outstanding 
developments  of  Nixon’s 
administration,  as  the 
encyclopedia  saw  them,  were 
devaluation  of  the  dollar, 
enunciation  of  a  “Nixon 
Doctrine”  which  envisaged 
reduction  of  American 
obligations  around  the  world, 
signing  of  the  1973  Vietnam 
peace  agreement  and  easing 
of  U.S. -Soviet  relations. 

But  the  encyclopedia 
devoted  only  one  sentence  to

Gas  overcharges  end 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Justice 
Department  lawyers  believe  they  have 
eliminated  schemes  by  gasoline  dealers 
for  violating  federal  price  regulations. 

But  if  another  fuel  shortage 
develops,  the  lawyers  fear  a  new  wave 
of  illegal  overcharges,  tie-in  sales  and 
other  violations. 

“If  the  shortage  develops  again,  this 
will  start  up  again,  people  being  what 
they  are,”  said  Stanley  Rose,  chief  of 
the  department’s  economic  litigation 
section. 

In  an  interview,  Rose  and  staff 
lawyer  Allen  Hausman  discussed 
results  of  scores  of  civil  and  criminal 
cases  filed  during  last  year’s  shortage. 

The  department  brought  98  civil 
suits  accusing  gas  station  operators  of 


overcharging  their  customers  either 
directly  or  through  such  tactics  as 
requiring  them  to  buy  tires  or  other 
equipment  as  a  condition  for 
purchasing  gasoline. 

About  40  cases  still  are  pending,  but 
the  department  has  won  all  the  others, 
the  attorneys  said. 

Fines  as  high  as  $5,000  have  been 
imposed  in  34  cases,  they  said.  In  all 
of  the  settled  cases,  the  dealers  have 
been  required  to  make  restitution  to 
customers,  they  added. 

That  means  that  a  dealer  who  has 
overcharged  customers  by  a  total  of 
$  1 0,000,  for  example,  was  required  to 
lower  his  prices  enough  to  return 
$10,000  to  his  customers.  The  courts 
have  not  attempted  to  require  dealers 


Even  without  a  fine,  the  restitution 
requirement  “fakes  away  the  incentive 
to  overcharge,”  because  it  forces  the 
violator  to  give  up  ill-gotten  gains, 
Hausman  said. 

Rose  noted,  however,  that  the  same 
regulations  still  apply  and  that  dealers 
who  violate  them  remain  subject  to 
civil  and  criminal  charges. 

The  rules  provide  that  retail  dealers 
may  charge  gasoline  prices  no  higher 
than  they  were  charging  on  May  15, 
1973,  plus  three  cents  a  gallon  and 
adjustments  to  compensate  for  their 
own  increase  in  expenses. 


Home  Study  offers  answer 
to  some,  chairman  reports 


Students  unable  to  get  into 
required  classes  are 
overcoming  graduation 
obstacles  through  the  Home 
Study  program,  according  to 
E.  Mack  Palmer,  program 
chairman. 

More  than  one-third,  or 
about  2,100  students  of  the 
7,618  enrolled  in  college  level 
Home  Study  courses,  are 
students  already  registered  in 
a  daily  classroom  cirriculum, 
said  Palmer. 

Those  BYU  students  are 


completing  requirements  such 
as  History  1 70,  Health  1 30  or 
Book  of  Mormon  121  during 
free  time  while  attending 
regular  BYU  classes. 

The  classes  can  be  a  help 
for  the  student  who  doesn’t 
procrastinate,  according  to 
Palmer.  He  said,  “I  have  a 
whole  file  full  of  letters  from 
students  saying  they’ve 
learned  more  having  to  dig  it 
out  for  themselves  than 
through  listening  to  an 
instructor.”  fl| 


Students  interested  in 
complementing  their  regular 
college  schedule  through 
Home  Study  may  pick  up  a 
catalog  that  includes  a 
registration  form  at  210 
HRCB.  The  form  may  be 
filled  out  in  that  office  or 
mailed  to  the  same  location. 
“Every  day  is  registration 
day,”  said  Palmer. 

He  also  said  the  program  is 
for  the  self-motivated  student 
who  could  complete  a 
two-semester-hour  course  in 
as  little  as  three  weeks.

Scott  S.  Parker, 
administrator  of  the  Hoag 
Memorial  Hospital-Presbyter- 
ian  was  named  Tuesday  as 
president  of  Intermountain 
Health  Care,  Inc. 

The  announcement  was 
made  by  William  N.  Jones, 
chairman  of  the  board,  who 
said  Parker’s  appointment 
came  after  a  nationwide 
search  during  the  past  three 
months. 

Parker,  39,  is  a  native  of 
Salt  Lake  City.  He  has  held 
professional  assignments  in 
Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Mesa  and 
Phoenix,  Ariz.,  and  in 
Newport  Beach  since  earning 
a  master  of  hospital 
administration  degree  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota 
in  1962. 

“The  appointment  of  Mr. 
Parker  will  permit 
Intermountain  Health  Care, 
Inc.  to  move  toward  its 
independent  status,”  Jones 
said.  “He  will  assume 
executive  control  of  the 
parent  organization  which 
operates  15  former  LDS 
Church  hospitals  in  Utah, 
Idaho  and  Wyoming,  with 
2,092  patient  beds  and  a 
replacement  value  of  more 
than  $107  million.”

LONDON  (AP)  -  The 
European  Common  Market 
has  rejected  Secretary  of 
State  Henry  A.  Kissinger’s 
proposal  for  a  petrodollar 
fund  controlled  by  the 
industrialized  nations  and 
agreed  instead  on  a  fund  in 
which  the  oil  countries  would 
have  a  say. 

Finance  ministers  of  the 
nine  West  European  nations 
agreed  at  a  meeting  Tuesday 
to  support  creation  of  a 
$6-12  billion  pool  in  the 
International  Monetary  Fund 
that  would  lend  to  countries 
in  financial  trouble  because 
of  higher  oil  prices. 

The  money  would  be  put 
up  by  the  oil  countries  and 
loaned  at  market  rates  but 
with  special  rates  for 
developing  nations.

MINNEAPOLIS,  Minn. 
( AP)  -  The  presiding  judge  in 
the  Wounded  Knee  leadership 
trial  of  Dennis  Banks  and 
Russell  Means  said  he  told  the 
prosecutor  the  outcome  of 
the  jury’s  straw  ballots  before 
the  jurors  were  dismissed. 

U.S.  District  Judge  Fred 
Nichol  told  the  Minneapolis 
Tribune  in  a  telephone 
interview  that  he  told 
Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  R.D. 
Hurd  about  the  votes  in  an 
attempt  to  convince  him  to 
let  11  members  of  the  jury 
decide  the  verdict  after  the 
12th  juror  became  ill. 

The  charges  against  Banks 
and  Means  were  dismissed 
Sept.  16  on  the  grounds  of 
government  misconduct 
before  and  during  the  trial. 

Judge  Nichol  said  in  his 
decision  that  one  of  the 
reasons  for  the  dismissal  was 
that  Hurd  and  the  Justice 


Department  refused  to  accept 
an  11 -man  jury  because  they 
were  afraid  they  would  lose 
the  case. 

Nichol’s  conversation  with 
Hurd  was  disclosed  in  a  brief 
reference  in  four  paragraphs 
of  the  government’s  100-page 
appeal  brief  filed  with  the  8th 
U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
in  St.  Louis. 

The  judge  said  that  while 
the  jury  was  engaged  in  its 
nine  hours  of  deliberations 
Sept.  12,  one  of  his  law  clerks 
overheard  one  of  the  jurors 
announce  the  results  of  two 
straw  ballots. 

Nichol  said  that  after  Hurd, 
commented  to  the  press  that 
he  would  not  agree  to  an 
11 -member  jury  but  would 
move  for  a  mistrial  and 
prosecute  Means  and  Banks 
over  again  if  the  sick  juror 
could  not  return  to  the  jury, 


he  told  Hurd  what  the  law 
clerk  had  said  about  the  straw 
votes  in  an  attempt  to  change 
Hurd’s  mind. 

“I  wanted  to  save  the 
trial,”  the  judge  said.  Nichol 
said  he  was  concerned  about 
wasting  nine  months  of  trial 
that  cost  about  $500,000. 

Hurd  said  in  a  telephone 
interview  to  the  Tribune  that 
the  judge  told  him  he  had  a 
chance  of  winning  a 
conviction  or  a  hung  jury  on 
some  counts  because  the 
results  of  the  straw  votes  on 
the  larceny  and  conspiracy 
charged  were  split,  and 
argued-  that  Hurd  should 
therefore  accept  the  verdict 
of  an  11 -member  jury. 

Hurd  said  the  judge  told 
him  the  vote  was  11  to  1  to 
acquit  Banks  and  7  to  5  to 
acquit  Means  on  the  larceny 
charge,  but  Hurd  could  not

British  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  Denis  Healey  said 
he  hoped  the  idea  will  be 
adopted  by  the  10  largest 
non-CommUnist  industrial 
nations. 

Kissinger  proposed  that  a 
$25  billion  oil  fund  be  set  up 
within  the  Organization  for 
Economic  Development, 
which  is  dominated  by  the 
United  States,  Japan  and  the 
West  Europeans  and  includes 
none  of  the  major  oil 
exporters. 

By  contrast,  the  oil  nations 
are  all  members  of  the  IMF, 
and  their  contributions  to  the 
proposed  special  fund  would 
give  them  additional 
influence  because  voting 
rights  are  keyed  to  the  size  of 
contributions. 

Healey  said  the  Common 


Market  wants  IMF 
Secretary-General  Johannes 
Witteveen  to  be  authorized  to 
start  talks  at  once  with 
members  of  the  Organization 
of  Petroleum  Exporting 
Countries. 


Informed  sources  said  the 
Common  Market  plans  calls 
for  the  IMF  quotas  to  be 
doubled  for  oil-exporting 
nations,  increased  30-35  per 
cent  for  developed  countries 
and  remain  the  same  for 
developing  countries.

interestingly  enough,  it  was  an 
increasing  familiarity  with  a 
somewhat  simpler  form  of  music, 
folk,  that  added  the  last  major 
ingredient  to  the  evolving  style 
which  today  sets  him  apart. 

“One  thing  Woody  Guthrie 
wrote  really  meant  a  lot  to  me,” 
he  recalls.  “  Take  it  easy,’  he  said 
one  time,  ‘but  take  it’.” 

Musical  proficiency  came  soon 
enough  that  Rankin  was  able  to 
land  some  important  session  jobs, 
like  Bob  Dylan’s  Bringing  It  All 
Back  Home,  He  made  a  few  more 
obscure  records  of  his  own  and 
continued  to  hone  his  style. 

“I  was  nearly  a  regular  . . 

“For  awhile  I  was  a  staff 
songwriter  for  one  of  the  big 
publishers,”  he  says.  “1  got  a  few 
nice  records  that  way.  Peggy  Lee 
titled  an  album  after  one  of  my 
tunes.  Things  like  that  took  care 
of  my  ego  problems  as  a  writer.” 

Kenny  did  a  lot  of  TV, 
especially  the  Tonight  Show 
(“something  like  18  times.  I  was 
nearly  a  regular  .  .  .”)  and  met 
Monte  Kay  and  Jack  Lewis,  now 
his  managers.  The  two,  who  now 
also  head  up  Little  David 
Records,  produced  two  albums 
for  Rankin  on  Mercury.  Mind 
Dusters  and  Family  solidly, 
introduced  the  impressionistic 
mode  of  pop-folk  interpretation 
and  performance  for  which 
Rankin  is  now  known. 

“They  aren’t  what  they  could 
have  been,”  he  comments. 
“They’re  overdone  in  places,  and 
I  was  physically  unable  to  sing  my 
best  back  then.  But  I  like  the 
material.  It’s  never  been  that 
important  to  me  to  do  albums  full 
of  my  own  songs  if  there  are 
other  beautiful  things  I  could 
do.” 

Of  his  four  albums,  only  the 
third,  Like  a  Seed  (the  first  for 
Little  David),  excludes  outside 
compositions.  Rather,  it  focuses 
on  tunes  by  Kenny,  some 
co-written  with  his  wife  Yvonne. 

“I  had  a  lot  of  material  stored 
up,-”  he.  explains.  “I’d,  been  out  of 


I  already  knew  I  could  do  music, 
but  there  were  plenty  of  things  I 
didn’t  know,  and  I  used  the  time 
to  learn  some  of  them.”  • 

Like  a  Seed,  consequently,  may 
initially  have  seemed  like  a 
“comeback”  of  sorts,  but  in  time 
it  has  emerged  in  its  own  right  as 
the  most  straightforwardly 
personalized  product  of  Rankin’s 
career  yet. 


“As  a  writer,”  he  explains,  “I 
don’t  necessarily  try  to  bare  my 
soul  or  personal  experiences  in 
every  song.  Sometimes  they’re 
just  observations.  They  express  a 
point  of  view.  That’s  why  I  do 
outside  material;  I  don’t  have  to 
write  the  song  for  it  to  express 
part  of  what  I  am  or  part  of  my 
experience.  It  really  knocks  me 
out  to  communicate  with  an 
audience  playing  something  like 
the  Beatles’  ‘Blackbird’.” 


Relishes  family  life 

The  last  couple  of  years  have 
brought  Kenny’s  professional  life  ' 
into  perspective;  on  the  road  8-10 
months  a  year,  building  a  solid 
following,  developing  his  musical 
skills,  playing  with  accompanists 
for  the  first  time.  And  relishing 
the  family  life  he  feels  he  missed 
and  neglected  in  prior  years.  It  all 
encourages  the  growing  feelings  of 
success  he  now  enjoys  without 
letting  anything  get  out  of 
proportion.  Between  Helen 
Reddy’s  hit  recording  of  Kenny’s 
1967  classic,  “Peaceful,”  and  his 
own  new  Little  David  LP,  Silver 
Morning,  the  situation  is 
constantly  improving. 

“I’m  pleased  with  the  new 
album,”  Kenny  says.  “After  twp 
years  of  steady  work,  my  voice 
and  playing  are  finally  in  good 
enough  shape  to  really  come 
across  at  their  best.  The  recording 
process  went  well  too;  my  new 
producer,  Michael  Stewart,  is 
really  a  knockout.” 

Silver  Morning,  for  the  time 
being,  is  the  consummate  Rankin 
effort.  It  brings  together  some  of 
Kenny’s  most  ambitious  originals 
with  some  well-chosen  outside 
numbers,  his  best  recorded 
performances  to  date,  top-flight 
musicianship  and  Stewart’s 
shimmering  production.  To  match 
it,  Kenny  is  on  the  road  with  his 
newly-enlarged  band,  establishing 
the  long-sought  one-to-one 
realtionship  between  himself  and 
the  music,  and  between  himself 
and  the  audiences. 

“The  hand  will  make  what  I  do,  — 
live  and  on  records  sound’ a  little 
more  consistent,  and  a  little  more 
honest,’  She  says.  “I  don’t  think 
my  ‘sound’  will  change  though. 

“I  want  to  do  this  right,”  he 
concludes,  “because  it  is  the  way 
I  choose  to  communicate  and  to 
make  a  living.  I’d  like  to  do  both 

time  with  my  family;  that’s  a 
good  enough  goal  for  right  now,  I 
think.”

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Ford  outlines  energy  policies 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Ford  has  decided  on  an  energy 
policy  that  deliberately  increases 
gasoline  prices  to  discourage 
demand  but  rejects  direct  fuel 
restrictions  or  rationing,  an 
informed  administration  source  said 
Wednesday.  This  source  also  said 
Tuesday  that  Ford  has  won  the 
voluntary  agreement  of  auto 
makers  to  improve  gasoline  mileage, 
but  that  he  would  not  propose 
federal  mileage  standards  or  a 
horsepower  tax. 

However,  Ford  was  expected  to 
propose  standards  or  tax  credits  to 
improve  building  insulation. 

The  administration’s  energy 
policy  is  to  be  made  public  latter 
this  month.  Many  of  Ford’s 


expected  proposals  would  require 
congressional  action,  especially  in 
imposing  or  easing  taxes. 

Ford  was  expected  to  stick  to  his 
goal  of  reducing  oil  demand  by  one 
million  barrels  a  day  by  the  end  of 
this  year  and  to  select  a  target  for 
limiting  oil  imports  by  1985  to 
something  between  10  and  20  per 
cent  of  U.S.  demands,  compared 
with  the  present  demands  of  36  per 
cent. 

But  his  energy  policy  was  not 
expected  to  include  a  decision  on 
stockpiling  oil  against  the  threat  of 
sudden  shortages,  a  subject  to  be 
studied  further  in  the  next  several 
months. 

The  administration  source  said 
Ford  has  decided  the  outlines  of 
the  energy  policy  to  be  proposed  in 
his  State  of  the  Union  report  and 
probably  in  a  separate  energy

But  his  advisers 
debating  how  best  to  deal  with  the 
economic  impact  of  the  energy 
decisions. 

The  source  said  Ford  was 
expected  to  propose:  -  A  tariff  of 
$3  per  barrel  on  imported  oil  and  a 
$3  excise  tax  on  domestic  oil, 
costing  consumers  some  $18.6 
billion  a  year  at  present  demand 
levels.  Such  increases  could  raise 
the  price  of  gasoline  about  IVi  cents 
a  gallon  and  other  petroleum 
products  by  various  amounts.

—  Removal  of  price  controls  from

Prof.  Matthew  J.  Bruccoli 
of  the  University  of  South 
Carolina  and  Joan  P.  Kerr, 
former  picutre  editor  at  Life 
and  American  Heritage—  and 
Scottie’s  classmate  at 
Vassar-helped  to  compile  the 
book.

and  second,  I’ve  paid  a 
tribute  to  them  which  was 
long  overdue.” 

Resembles  mother 

Today  Mrs.  Smith 
resembles  some  early 
photographs  of  her 
mother-square-faced, 
blonde,  attractive.  She  finds 
it  “interesting  and  odd”  that 
her  mother  should  be  viewed 
by  some  feminists  as  a 
woman’s  lib  heroine. 

“Many  people  see  my 
father  as  a  male  chauvinist 
and  think  he  tried  to  keep  my 
mother  from  using  her  talent. 
I  don’t  agree  with  that 
theory.  I  think  he  tried  to 
help  her  achieve  something 
on  her  own-certainly  he  did 
with  stories  and  articles  she 
wrote. 

“He  wanted  her  to  go  to  art 
school  because  her  talent  for 
painting,  although  untrained, 
was  evident.  He  didn’t  get 
upset  about  her  dabbling  in 
ballet  until  she  hurt  herself. 
He  only  opposed  publication 
of  ‘Save  Me  the  Waltz’  (Mrs. 
'Fitzgerald’s  autobiographical 
novel)  because  she  was 
writing  about  the  same 
period,  the  same  things,  he 
was  writing  about  then,”  Mrs. 
Smith  said  in  an  interview. 


“I  do  not  look  upon  that  as 
competition  between  a  man 
and  a  woman,  a  husband  and 
wife,  but  as  competition 
between  any  two 
professionals  trying  to 
acheive.” 

She  remembered 
Fitzgerald’s  letters  to  her  at 
Vassar:  “He  wanted  me  to 
achieve  in  college,  despite  my 
frivolous  tendencies.”  He 
urged  her  not  to  drink, 
cautioned  her  about 
boyfriends,  sent  her  reading 
lists. 

Mrs.  Smith  has  three 
children,  two  daughters  and  a 
son,  and  is  proud  of  her  new 
grandchildren,  identical  twin 
boys.  She  lives  with  her 
husband  in  Washington,  “in  a 
pink  house  in  Georgetown,” 
but  commutes  regularly  to 
Montgomery,  Ala.,  to  her 
yellow  house  to  be  near  her 
mother’s  sister,  now  85. 

Trainee  at  time 

“My  first  job  out  of  Vassar 
was  working  as  a  trainee  at 
‘Time,’  ”  she  recalled.  “All 
the  male  reporters  were  off  to 
war  and  eventually  I  went  to 
work  at  the  ‘New  Yorker.’  I 
think  I  was  the  original 
person  who,  when  I  was 
hired,  was  walking  down  the 
hall  when  Harold  Ross  looked 
around  to  his  secretary  and 
said,  ‘I’d  hire  anybody!’  ”. 

Mrs.  Smith  moved  to 
Washington  in  1950  to  work 
for  the  “Democratic  Digest,” 
a  publication  of  the 
Democratic  National 
Committee.  She  is  an  ardent 
Democrat. 

“My  first  love  is  writing  for 
newspapers,”  she  said.  She 
worked  for  the  Northern 
Virginia  Sun,  the  New  York 
Times  and  the  Washington 
Post,  and  once  authored  a 
book  about  women  in  the 
Washington  press  corps  titled, 
“Don’t  Quote  Me.” 

“I  don’t  want  to  ride  on 
Daddy’s  hard  work.  I  want  to 
be  my  own  person  and  do  my 
own  thing.”

Why's  Holmes  SO  big?  Bunkers 
Elementary,  says  star  rated  top 


EDITOR’S  NOTE  -  The 
109th  actor  to  impersonate 
Sherlock  Holmes  on  the 
commercial  stage  or  in 
feature  film  has  his  own  ideas 
about  the  detective’s 
mysterious  appeal.  John 
Wood,  star  of  the  Royal 
Shakespeare  Company’s 
Broadway  production,  says 
Holmes  is  security  in  a 
dangerous  world. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  John 
Wood’s  solution  for  the 
mystery  of  Sherlock  Holmes 
is,  in  the  master’s  own  pet 
word,  elementary. 

“Something  in  our 
corporate  psyche  vibrates 
very  strongly  with  him,” 
deduces  the  actor  now 
stunning  Broadway  audiences 
as  fiction’s  all-time  champion 
sleuth. 

Wood  has  felt  obliged  to  do 
a  lot  of  musing  about  the 
perennial  fascination  of 
Arth  ur  Conan  Doyle’s 
creation  ever  since  the 
unheralded  production  in 
which  he  appeared  upon 
London’s  stage  amid  “yelps 
of  joy”  two  seasons  ago.

Football  Y  wrestling  team  prepare 
attendance  for  two  meets  this  weeke

Almost  any  college  athletic 
director  would  trade  his  WIN 
button  for  a  winning  football 
team  these  days,  considering 
the  fact  that  football  is  one 
of  the  two  revenue-producing 
college  sports  and 
money— very  rapidly— has 
become  the  name  of  the  game 
in  collegiate  athletics. 

The  “Whip  Inflation  Now” 
slogan  is  scoring  big  points  on 
campuses  everywhere,  but 
coaches  and  their 


That’s  the  indication  from 
an  extensive  Associated  Press 
survey,  which  has  revealed 
that  sports  programs— like 
any  other  industry-have 
been  taking  a  beating  from 
the  financial  hard  times 
which  have  stricken  every 
other  facet  of  American  life. 

The  situation  has  passe;  the 
point  where  athletic  directors 
are  saying,  “We’ll  worry 
about  it  later.”  “Later”  has 
arrived,  with  proof  written 
across  every  ledger  in  the 
scholastic  world. 

“We’re  cutting  down  on 


director  and  football  coach. 

“We’re  at  the  point  where 
we  have  to  make  every  nickel 
we  can  on  concessions  and 
programs  to  make  ends 
meet,”  adds  Leon  Green,  the 
athletic  director  at  the 
University  of  Idaho. 

As  a  result,  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic 
Association  will  direct  a 
major  part  of  its  attention  to 
the  money  problem  this  week 
at  its  convention  in 
Washington. 

A  number  of  actions 
already  have  taken  measures 
to  bolster  faltering  athletic 
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Overnight  trips  have  been 
ut  drastically,  and  travel  in 
many  cases  is  by  bus  instead 
of  airplane.  If  any  trip  is 
made,  players  stay  in  the  host 
school’s  dormitory  and  a 
cafeteria  hot  lunch  has 
supplanted  the  pregame 
steak. 

Teams  are  taking  fewer 
players  on  the  road,  hiring 
fewer  coaches,  giving  fewer 
scholarships,  and  eliminating 
varsity  designation  for  sports 
that  don’t  produce  revenue. 

Alumni  are  asked  if  their 
checkbooks  could  stand 
another  withdrawal  and 
students  at  some  schools  are 
being  asked  to  pay  high 
recreation  fees. 


of  Vermont  dropped  football 
entirely  as  part  of  a  $1.3 
million  cost-cutting  program. 
A  return  to  one-platoon 
football  has  been  discussed 
heatedly  by  coaches  and  will 
be  a  topic  at  the  Washington 
meeting. 

Even  big-money  schools 
like  Penn  S.tate,  Ohio  State, 
UCLA  and  Oklahoma  are 
feeling  the  effects  of  the 
penny  pinch,  although  the 
Buckeyes  still  are  using  black 
ink  with  a  $6  million  budget 
and  the  Bruins  are  breaking 
even  on  $3  million  in  income.

Bellman  wins  trip  hit  over’ 


More  fans  viewed  football 
action  in  1974  than  ever 
before  in  the  1 3  years  history 
of  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference  according  to 
attendance  figures  announced 
today  by  Commissioner  Stan 
Bates. 

A  record  1,1  94,430 
spectators  attended  the  45 
home  games  of  the  eight 
WAC  universities  this  season, 
some  96,000  better  than  the 
old  mark  set  in  1970  and  over 
100,000  above  the  number 
which  viewed  45  contests  in 
1973.  Conference  teams  drew 
1,097,  825  fans  in  1970  and 
1,091,  627  in  1973. 

This  marked  the  fifth 
consecutive  year  for  WAC 
football  to  top  the  one 
million  attendance  figure  and 
the  average  for  the  season  of 
26,543  was  the  first  time  in 
WAC  history  the  league  has 
26,000  on  a  per  game

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End  appears  near 
for  troubled  WFL

The  World  Football  League  continues  to  suffer  one  loss 
after  another  and  is  rapidly  approaching  the  point  where  its 
future  must  be  considered  in  grave  danger. 

Exactly  one  month  ago  WFL  President  Chris  Hemmeter 
said  the  league  had  only  three  franchises  able  to  continue, 
another  year.  He  said  the  league  must  have  8  or  10  such 
franchises  by  the  first  of  March  or  it  would  die. 

Since  then,  there  have  been  no  indications  that  the  league 
has  been  able  to  add  even  a  fourth  solvent  franchise,  and  its 
problems  elsewhere  have  mounted.  Some  of  its  signees  from 
the  National  Football  League  are  seeking  and  gaining 
freedom  from  their  WFL  contracts,  and  creditors  are 
applying  the  heat  for  their  money. 

Hemmeter  and  others  have  pledged  they  say  nothing  of 
their  rebuilding  efforts  until  those  efforts  were  complete.  It 
is  possible  they  are  succeeding  in  some  areas,  but  if  so,  they 
have  gone  unnoticed. 

The  most  recent  blow  came  Monday  when  Ken  Stabler,  the 
Oakland  quarterback  selected  the  NFL’s  Offensive  Player  of 
the  Year  by  The  Associated  Press,  was  granted  freedom.
